But wherever he was the stream of 
jocularity flowed on; puns—he invented 
the pictorial pun—comic sketches, rid 
dies, and satirical pieces, although his 
satire was never malignant. These efforts 
were published in various magazines, he 
being briefly the editor of some of them, 
and in the comic annuals which he estab- 
lished. Borne upon this tide, sometimes 
a muddy one, with necessarily a good 
deal of froth, were the humanitarian 
poems which have endeared him to the 
world, and which will live. 

It is claimed by competent judges that 
“Eugene Aram,” a masterly analysis 
of the working of a guilt-burdened con- 
science, and a poem of high dramatic 
quality, has been the means of awaking 
many whose repentance slumbered. 

But it was the “Song of the Shirt” 
which formed an qnbreakable link be- 
tween its author ahd the working pub- 
lic. It appeared first in Punch-in 1843. 
Founded upon an incident which aroused 
much sympathy at the time, it was 
Hood’s poem which crystallized this into 
measures for the permanent betterment 
of a distressed class of women. “It went 
through the land like wildfire.” It was 
sung about the streets, and many touch-

= = ° specific application—that there is weakness 
Nonpartizan- in practically every one ol the independent 
movements looking to this end. This weak- 

ww ll ness is manifestly lack of organization. 
Once in a long while a popular uprising 


against boss rule, corruption and incompe- 
tence in cities may be carried along with such force that organization 
could neither advance ngr stay its progress. When public opinion 
becomes thoroughly aroused on the side of righteousness all oppost- 
tion goes down before it. But, unfortunately, public indifference 
is the rule. Common experience teaches those engaged in political 
reform work that the good citizen too often does the good citizen's 
part only when he is actually led to the polls. 

In many cities where apparently all of the prospects have been 
bright for municipal regeneration, reform campaigns have recently 
resulted in failure for the reason that they have not been handled by 
skilful leaders. “At crucial periods they have ‘literally “‘slipped” 
from the control of their managers because those managers have 
been lacking in political knowledge and experience. In nine cases 
out of ten these reform campaigns would have resulted in victory 
had their generalship been as proficient as that displayed on the 
other side. 

Thg enemies of reform are alert, tactful, skilful, resourceful. 
This is something that must be recognized and reckoned with. 
Where it is not recognized and reckoned with reform movements 
fail, even when success appears to be practically unav oidable. 

The lesson seems plain enough, and it 1s encouraging that many 
of those engaged in municipal reform work, afe at length disposed 
to profit by it. If those who are in sympathy with and enlisted in 
the cause of good local government would win, they must be 
organized and be willing to be handled as an organiation, they must 
have a machine as well constructed and as smooth-running as that 
of the enemy, and they must go about their work with less regard 
for sentiment and more regard for practical resutts. 

The reform movement that wins ts the only reform movement 
that is worth while.

It matters little where this railroad is located or who its 
owners or managers may be. What matters is, that in this as in 
thousands of other instances, and some of them very similar to 
this one, simple methods of dealing with such problems have been 
found to be effective. In the present case the Governor might 
have gone over his state making speeches against the railroad 
company; he might have accepted invitations to address the people 
of other states on the evils of railway combinations; he might, Jn 
a word, have aroused public feeling to the very highest pitch against 
corporations in general, and yet have accomplished nothing. By 
simply pointing out to the head of the system wherein it would 
be for the best interests of his corporation to attend to the matter 
in question, and to attend to it at once, he succeeded in getting 
what was needed and in putting a stop to a great deal of disagreeable 
and unnecessary public agitation. 


This serves to emphasize the fact that what IS necessary in 
order to protect the public in its rights is not’new laws but a 
proper understanding on the part of public officials of the law’s 
already in existence and the results that may be achieved by their 
proper application and enforcement. [1 also serves to emphasize

Whatever else may be charged against them by their opponents, 
the friends of ship subsidy have a remedy to offer; the foes of Ship 
subsidy have none, unless a complete revolution of the nation’s 
economic policy may be regarded as a remedy. No such revolution, 
of course, 1s possible, although it is possible that the changes desired 
may be brought about in course of time by the easier and safer 
process of evolution. The advocates of ship subsidy point to the 
fact that its adoption has built up the commerce of other nations 
at the expense of ours; they insist that it will restore the American 
marine. The plan proposed by the mail subvention bill is simple. 
At the worst it can do no harm to experiment with it, at the best 
it may revive the American shipbuilding industry, and make it 
possible for an American on the high seas to catch a glimpse of the 
flag of his country floating from American merchantmen. Why, 
then, should it be spurned at the behest of those who are no better 
qualified to speak against it than are its advocates to speak for it? 

sy Our protective tariff,” says Senator Root, “we have raised 
the standard of wages and the standard of living within our own 
country to such a point that the moment American enterprise passes 
beyond the protective limit of that law it is impossible for Americans 
to compete on equal terms with the sailors and the ships of other 
nations.”

railroads of the country. ‘\ compilation 
recently made of the returns of companies 
representing ninety-one per cent of the entire 
railroad mileage of the United States 
showed an increase of over twelve per cent 
in gross revenues and of nearly sixteen per 
cent in net revenues for the first quarter of 
the present fiscal vear as compared with the corresponding three 
months ot last vear. The greatest gains made lately by railroads 
are by that class whose traffic is largely that of iron, coal and ore, 
indicating the great revival that has taken place among the indus- 
tries. A conspicuous example of this was shown in the report of 
the Pittsburg & Lake Erie, which gave the increase in gross earnings 
for the quarter as thirty-eight per cent and gain in net earnings as 
hifty-three per cent.

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, of ore and coal it is readily seen that the country’s industries are 


prospering in a most gratifying manner. 

Much pessimistic comment has been indulged in as to what 
might happen to the large corporations should the government apply 
to them the Sherman anti-trust law as was done in the case of the 
Standard Ojl Company. But there is assuredly no ground for 
apprehension in this direction. The consensus of opinion among 
corporations at present seems to be that either the corporations will 
be obliged to reorganize or the law affecting them must be amended 
by, Congress when: it assembles next month. The purpose of this act 
is to prevent a monopoly in trade. If in its application it be found 
to injure corporations that are not operating in a way to restrain 
competition doubtless Congress will adopt amendments that. will 
modify its powers. Since the securities of most of our large cor- 
porations are widely held by people of moderate means there is 
universal interest in the present situation and it may be safely con- 
cluded that Congress will not permit anything to be done or left 
undone that will unjustly injure ‘either the corporations or the 
public. 

Business has fully recovered from the panic and in some direc- 
tions is of a larger volume than ever before. Most commercial 
institutions are in “better shape financially than they were before the 
depression. ‘The demand for our products from both+domestic and 
foreign consumers continues to increase, as is indicated by higher 
prices prevailing for almost all commodities. Foreign countries 
have begun to reflect the great prosperity America is enjoying as 
evidenced by their largely increased exports and imports. The 
world is on the threshold of unparalleled expansion in commerce 
and industry.

The Philippines must be well governed today, they must 
be orderly today, they must be progressive and prosperous today, 
as first essentials to their welfare in the future. In fact, it will be 
fruitless to theorize about the future of the islands, in a political 
sense, except upon a basis of present moral and commercial stability. 

When assurance comes to them that the Filipinos are fully pre- 
pared and equipped to relieve this government of all further respon- 
sibility tor their welfare, the people of the United States will not 
be slow to accept the logical solution of the problem. Whether this 
ussurance shall come sooner or later, rests almost wholly with the 
Filipinos themselves, and it is something which will be determined 
mat by their aspirations for the future, but by their conduct in the 
present. 

The United States will not grant independence to the Philip- 
pones until they are ready, beyond question, to stand alone.

brazen sort could not be more auspicious for a future Anglo- German 
entente. 
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THE intense interest with which people in 
general hang upon every tresh announce- 
ment that comes from Mr. Edison with 
regard to his proposed economically con- 
structed or “poured” cement house ts simply 
indicative of a widespread but latent popular 
desire to get away from the frame building. 
People in general do not talk about it, but 
it is true that people in general have long 
been convinced that the wooden house—and 
wooden construction in general—stands tor extravagance, for dan- 
ger and for private and public loss. 

Destruction of property by fire has become un the United States 
not merely a drain upon our national resources but a national dis- 
grace. When all is said, it is due mainly to faulty construction, 
or to the employment of inflammable material in construction. We 
are full of regret over the destruction of the forests by fire; we do 
not consider that countless billions of feet of lumber taken from the 
forests for building purposes have eventually been reduced to ashes, 
and that the destruction of frame buildings is now annually as great 
as ever, notwithstanding all of our costly modern appliances for 
the extinguishing of fires. If the frame buildings only were des- 
troyed the loss would be tremendous, but they have been the cause 
of the spread of conflagrations which have melted steel and granite 
as if they were so much wax or tallow. 

All this leads naturally to consideration of the proposals of the 
International Society of State and Municipal Building Commission- 
ers ‘and Inspectors, which has inaugurated a movement looking to 
the passage of ordinances in cities and towns under which it will 
be legal for the authorities to classify buildings as first class, second 
class and dangerous. The point in view is to make it costly through 
taxation for owners to maintain dangerous buildings in any neigh- 
borhood, and to encourage them to erect buildings of fireproof 
material. As matters stand at present, in most communities, except 
in those districts where a caretul watch 1s kept, there is a general 
disregard for — in the construction of butidings. This 
is particularly the case in congested residence districts. It is too 
often the case that bul lings which are a positive menace to whole 

communities are passed by the municipal inspectors. 

Entirely aside from the millions which are lost in fires annually 
in this country, we spend $300,000,000 annually for the mainten- 
ance of fire departments. Better tenstruction woul! not ante ©. 
down the annual fire losses, but it would enable évery municipality 
in the country to economize m the annual appropriations for fire 
protection. 

In the whole domain of conservation there is no better oppor- 
tunity for thinkers and workers than that which is offered here 
For it is conservation work which would come home to us. which 
would appeal to us, and which could and would be followed by 
all of us with intelligence and sympathy.
